WITH AMERICANS 


Five Americans, Three of 
Them United States Sol- 
diers, Wounded in Fight 
North of Brownsville. 


Brownsville. Texas. August 9.—Five 
Mexican bandits and one Mexican 
woman were killed in the fight yes- 
terday at Norrias, 68 miles north of 
here. For an hour fifteen Americans, 
eight of them United States cavalry- 
men, stood off the attack of sixty Mex- 
icans. live of the Americans were 
wounded, three of the latter soldiers. 
The fifteen were saved from death just 
as their ammunition gave out, by the 
arrival of seventeen Texas rangers. 

Attacked by Mexicans. 

The Americans, rangers and soldiers, 
had gone to Norrias ranch house 
searching for Mexicans. Eight soldiers 
were left at the railroad station while 
the remainder of the party, numbering 
seventeen rangers, went to search a 
water hole twelve miles distant. Mean- 
while the Mexicans from cover of the 
brush galloped toward the little detail 
of soldiers at Norrias and the troops at 
first mistook them ror the rangers re- 
turning. Seven American citizens, all 
armed, joined the cavalrymen. The

One soldier re- 
ceived a bullet through his back, an- 
other lost his upper lip, while the third 
was shot in the leg. Foreman Forbes, 
of the King ranch, was wounded in the 
right leg. Frank Martin, another 
ranch foreman, had his left arm badly 
shattered. The Americans were fight- 
ing from cover of the ranch house 
when the rangers returned, dismount- 
ing in the brush and crawling into the 
house apparently unobserved by _ the 
Mexicans, who, after a short fight, 
made off. 

State Adjutant General Hutchings, 
who was with the rangers, said today 
that he believed the arrival, expected 
tomorrow, of twenty more rangers and 
of four companies of United States in- 
fantry from Laredo would insure the 
restoration of peace. 

Border officials today turned their

HAGUE VIOLATIONS 
CHARGED TO GERMANS 


Paris, August 9.—A report of the 
Belgian committee investigating viola- 
tions of international law’, issued today 
by the Belgian legation here, alleges 
violations by the Germans of article 52 


| of the fourth Hague convention. 


Examples cited cover alleged Ger- 
man attempts, first by offering wages 
as high as 20 marks (about $5) a day, 
and finally by force to compel Belgian 
civilians to work in arsenals, on rail- 
ways used for military purposes and in 
wire factories. The report gives de- 
tails of alleged violations at Luttre, 
Malines and Swewedhem, and quotes 
the text of an order declared to havea 
been signed by Lieutenant General 
Count von Westarf, the German com- 
mander at Ghent, dated June 10, in 
part as follows: 

“The attitude of certain factories 
which under the pretext of patriotism, 
relying on The Hague convention, re- 
fuse to work for the German army, 
proves that among the population 
there is an inclination to raise diffi- 
culties for the administration of the 
German army. In this connection, I 
inform you that I will suppress such 
maneuvers by all means in my power.”

THE SEABOARD’S FUTURE. 

Remarkable success in-financing a project 
which gives the Seaboard Air Line railway 
486 additional miles of railroad. traversing 
some of the richest of southern territory, not 
including an -.extension of 85 miles to 
be. constructed, connecting Savannah and 
Charleston, places S. Davies Warfield, of 
Baltimore, chairman of -the board of direct- 
ors, in the front rank of constructive finan- 
ciers of this country. 

Announé¢ement of Mr. Warfield’s splendid 
achievement made in dispatches to The 
Constitution from Baltimore, published to- 
day, indicate that there is a $300,000,000 
bond issue involved in the transaction, of 
which $26,648,000 will be ‘issued at once, 
and the sale of which has already been ne- 
gotiated. Impressed by Mr. Warfield’s plans 
for the future of the Seaboard system, east- 
ern and southern financiers readily took the 
issue and some of the bonds were placed 
also in the middle west. 

The 486 miles of additional line secured 
in South Carolina will put the Seaboard into 
Georgetown and Charleston, giving it two 
new ports; and by the construction of the 
Charleston-Savannah link, it will acquire a 
new through line from. the east into the 
south, by way of Hamlet, N. C. The partic- 
ular advantage of this line will be its power 
to relieve the congestion on the present 
_ main line, and the fact that with a greatly 
reduced ‘grade heavier traffic can be han- 
dled at a minimum of expense. 

The announced plans which are told in 
detail in the Baltimore dispatch will mate- 
rially strengthen the Seaboard’s position 
among the foremost of American railroad 
systems. It has been Mr. Warfield’s deter- 
mination to make the Seaboard distinctively 
ga southern system in fact, as it already is 
by reason of location. In the pursuit of that 
purpose he has not only insisted upon the 
location in the south of its offices, financial 
as well as operative, but through his influ- 
ence there have been brought to its board 
of directors some of the most prominent and 
best known business men of the south, rep- 
resenting many of the prominent. cities 
which the system touches. . 

Under the new plans the Seaboard will 
be better equipped than ever to render 
splendid and constructive service to the 
south. The strengthened and revitalized 
Seaboard, with Mr. Warfield’s able financial 
direction, will become a more powerful fac- 
tor than ever in that building. 

The achievement is the more remarkable 


in that it was successfully accomplished | 


‘“wnder well-known adverse conditions. It 
indicates that there are forces back of it 
which will mean much for the rapid devel- 
opment both of the property and the vast 
territory it traverses. 


COTTON AS COLLATERAL. | 


Under ordinary conditions there would 


be no difficulty whatever in financing the 
cotton crop, if the banker who lends the 
money could be positively assured of the 
safety of his collateral. 

There isn’t a better or a safer collateral 
in the world than cotton. At market rates 
it is equivalent to cash itself. But the 
banker cannot take and store the cotton 
himself; he must accept the receipt for it 
given by the warehouseman to the producer. 

The importance to the producer in hav- 
jing an ironclad and readily negotiable re- 
ceipt becomes readily apparent. Attention 
to this phase of the cotton problem has re- 
cently been directed by Commissioner 3s. aa 
Price, of the state department of agricul- 
ture, who urges the necessity of strengthen- 
ing the cotton receipt by every possible 
means, as an aid to the producer in more 
readily securing needed advances, and at 
more reasonable rates of interest. 

The federal reserve bank located in At- 
lanta, in a recent statement signed by its 
governor, Joseph A. McCord, setting forth 
the requirements of that institution in con- 
nection with the assistance it proposes to 


\ 


lend the producer in carrying the crop, said 
preference would be given to receipts issued 
by public or bonded warehouses. While not 
excluding the private warehouse not under 
bond, it will be seen that a premium is put 
upon that system which most adequately 
protects the collateral back of the receipt 
and the note upon which the bank lends. 
The interests of producer, merchant, 
warehouseman and banker, therefore, all 
rest in a receipt strengthened by bond and 
adequate insurance: What the banker wants 
to know is that the cotton upon which he 
lends, will absolutely be forthcoming on 
presentation of the receipt. Fully protected 
against any possible removal or uncovered 
destruction of it, he is naturally willing to 
lend upon more liberal terms than he could 
be expected to make if the risk were greater. 
In specific cases the difficulties as to the 
safeguarding of the cotton receipt have been 
overcome. But it is far from general. In 


fact, the majority of communities are lack- 
ing in the advantages which the receipt of 


unquestioned safety offers. There should be 
some method of providing it in all commu- 
nities where it igs sought and desired. It 
would help materially in the solution of 
cotton financing problems the coming fall 
if there could be devised a satisfactory and 
thoroughly safe receipt which would com- 
mand financial respect wherever it might 
be presented. 


-PRESIDENT’S NAVAL PROGRAM. 


In the absence of specific information as 
to just what is President Wilson’s naval pro- 
gram, there are those who are trying to set 
him at loggerheads with his own party 
about it. Stories are already current that 
the democratic majority in congress will 
oppose the president’s program for strength- 
ening the national defenses. 

As far as can be determined, these stories 
are based upon interviews given out by one 
or two of the democratic members of con- 
gress, to the effect that they would oppose 
an extensive battleship program. We Can- 
not see wherein this attitude could possibly 
conflict with any reasonable plan for an 
adequate naval defense, or upon what basis 
it can be used to indicate a probable con- 
flict between President Wilson and the 
democratic majority in congress upon that 
subject. 

It is not a big battleship program the 
country needs or wants; it is a thorough 
and an effective naval defense. The real 
naval defense of today is a very different 
problem from what it was even so short a 
time as a year ago. There is some work 
for the battleship, more of it for the fast 
armored cruiser and most of it, when it 
comes to the question of actual defense, for 
the modern submarine. Our program of 
national defense has, as a matter of fact, 
been shaped for us by the European war. 

Our greatest need, as that war has 
taught us, is for the most highly perfected 
type of submarine, and plenty of them. The 
battleship, the armored cruiser, the trans- 
port and the merchant vessel, all are prey 
for the submarine. With submarines strung 
along our coasts, backed up by modern for- 
tifications, we would be pretty well equipped 
to tell everybody to keep away. The rest 
of the navy might crufse where it was 
needed, and we could give a fairly good ac- 
count of ourselves with whomsoever might 
come seeking us. | 

President Wilson may be counted upon 
not to present or insist upon a needlessly 
extravagant naval program. There is no 
reason to believe there will be any serious 
differences between him and those members 
of congress who have announced their op- 
position to the building of numerous battle- 
ships. . 

The whole country recognizes the need 
for the strengthening of our naval defenses, 
but it is agreed that it must be done along 
the lines which recent events have proven 
most effective. This would rather mean the 
elimination of a big battleship program in 
favor speedy and well armored cruisers 
and, mést important, of modern and efficient 
sea-going submarines. 

The president, we believe, may be relied 
upon to present a naval program in accord- 
ance with our needs, without unnecessary 
extravagance, and one in which we have no 
doubt the democratic congress can well 
afford to support “him. 


TRENCH LIFE, LIMITED. 


A writer in The New York Times makes 
the statement that the average life of an 
officer in the trenches of the allies in the 
present war is twenty-three days. 

The men crouched in the darkened ditch 
make the best of life there; the French sol- 
dier’s philosophy is that if it be a short life 
it should be made as merry as possible; 
but it is often like merriment in a mad- 
house—a dance before death. 

It is no wonder that optimistic songs and 
sermons are popular with the underground 
fighters: It is anything to keep up the 
spirits of the men in the weary wait for 
what may happen next! ) 

Here, apparently, is a peaceful plain, or 
a still valley in the midst of voiceless hills. 
No signs of battle; yet Death is everywhere 
entrenched, and Life is waiting for the sig- 
nal to dare Death. Days—nights of waiting 
for the certain slaughter. 

It is enough to drive men mad. And 


‘this method of warfare has been going on 


for a year, and may continue for years to 
come, if the wearing-down process is fol- 
lowed. 

The much-vaunted “glory of war” is now 
confined to a king’s triumphal entry where 
a city lies {n ruins. That is as in the 
old days. 

As to the men who died to make that 
triumph possible—doubtless they died 
gladly. 

For life in the trenches—if the terrors 
told of it be true—is often a living death. 

We see pictures of men with smiling 
faces there; but men have ever been brave 
enough to smile in the face of Death.

Among the other changes in the United 
States occasioned by the war in Europe there 
is none which is of more importance. than 
that which has characterized our interna- 
tional trade and the early search by men of 
seience in the United States for natural re- 
seurces whereby in the future we may not 
be dependent upon other nations for raw ma- 
terials which are utilized in our manufac- 
tories. Edison set the example when, hav- 
ing been deprived as manufacturer of cer- 
tain acids or chemical compounds which in 
the past he has bought in Germany, he per- 
fected at his own works apparatus by means 
of which he could at home secure these ma- 
terials. When speaking of this achieve- 
ment, Edison said that there are plenty of 
resources in the United States, hitherto not 
utilized, which could be so developed as to 
make us independent of manufacturers in 
other lands upon whom American manufac- 
turers have relied for certain raw materials. 
Men of science in many laboratories are now 
undertaking to discover a forfmula by means 
of which the United States can manufacture 
its own dyestuffs. . 

We have always been dependent upon Eu- 
rope for our supply of potash. It may be that 
as one of the results of the war we shall 
have developed our own resources so great- 
ly that hereafter we can. secure at home 
all the potash we need. It is only a few 
years since the United States found itself 
no longer dependent upon Itdly for its sul- 
phur. Science taught the way whereby the 
apparently inexhaustible deposits of sulphur 
under the soil of Louisiana can be secured. 
This may be true of potash. Some of the 
men of science in Washington are persuaded 
that a sea weed which grows in enormous 
quantities off the coast of Alaska, and which 
contains a considerable percentage of pot- 
ash, will, within a few years, be so utilized 
that Alaska will furnish to the United States a 
considerable part of the potash we need each 
year. A development of that kind would not 
have been undertaken at this time had not 
the war in Europe seriously impaired our 
ability to secure needed potash. A day or 
two ago, information was received in this city 
that an Oregon corporation has purchased ni- 
trate of potash lands in eastern Oregon with 
intent speedily to develop them. While too 
great confidence is not placed in the reports 
which tell of very great deposits of nitrate 
of potash in eastern Oregon, nevertheless it 
is believed in this city that these mines may 
to a considerable extent make good our needs 
for potash which have been so greatly cur- 
tailed by reason of the war in Europe. 

It may be that as a result of the war 
American resources hitherto undeveloped will 
be so greatly developed that after the war 
is ended Germany, even ‘England, will no 
longer find a market in the United States for 
raw material, for which we have been de- 
pendent upon Germany and England. 

‘Phenomenal Changes. 

Some of the changes occasioned by the 
war. in our international trade have been 
phenomenal in size and in character. The 
late C. P. Huntington, when he founded a 
city at Newport News, Va., expected that it 
might become a great port from which cot- 
ton, tobacco, coal and other products of the 
south would be sent across the seas. Mr. 
Huntington used often to speak of Newport 
News as a port destined to rank with some of 
the larger ports of the United States so far 
as shipment of cotton, tobaceo and coal were 
concerned. Had Mr. Huntington lived long 


enough he would have been amazed at the re-. 


ports which came from Newport News 1In June 
of this year telling of the Shipment of grain. 
Mr. Huntington never contemplated large 
shipments of grain, possibly because itn his 
lifetime the south and southwest were chief- 
ly occupied with the production of cotton. 
Yet in the year which ended on June 30 last 
there were shipped from Newport News 40,- 
000,000 bushels of grain. So greata shipment 
as that undoubtedly reflects some of the new 
influences occasioned by the war in Europe 
The grain shipments from Newport News 
have substantially matched the exports of coal 
m4 of general cargoes. Newport News was 

busy export-city in 1915. It more than 
doubled its exports as compared with those 
of the year 1914. A considerable part of these 
exports reflected orders which came from 
belligerent nations. 

Galveston has in her export business re- 
flected the influence of the Furopean war 
having sent from her wharves across the sea 
large cargoes of grain, although Galveston is 
commonly regarded at the great city for cot- 
ton. The export of food products is disclosed 
in the statistics which tell of our exports of 
breadstuffs. In eleven months of. the past 
fiscal year we sold and sent to countries 
across the sea breadstuffs whose money val- 
ue was $530,000,000. That is almost exactly 
one-half of the visible or apparent trade ba)- 
ance in favor of the United States establish- 
ed by international trade in the past fiscal 
year. In the eleven months of the preced- 
ing year with which comparison is made ‘the 
money value of our exports of breadstuffs 
was only $144,000,000. Many persons pre- 
sumed at the time last year these figures 
were published that they demonstrated how 
rapidly we were losing our export trade in 
breadstuffs. There can be no explanation 
of the increase of fourfold in the export of 
breadstuffs in the fiscal] year just ended 
excepting by attributing it to the demands 
which have come from 
sea. 


Most Striking Change.

The most striking change of the changes | 


in our international trade which reflect the 
influences of the European war Sreatly in- 
creased, as, for instance, we sold the coun- 
tries across the sea of meat and dairy prod- 
ucts $50,000,000 more than we sold in the 
preceding year. In the fiscal year of 1914 
the statement was frequently made that we 
had, several years earlier, reached 
max of our exports of meat. We heard from 
the meat packers that the United States ig 
now consuming substantially all the meat 
that is raised. Argentina began to send 
meat. to the United States. But there was 
meat somewhere available for export, for 
meat and dairy products of the money value 
of $51,900,000 in excess of the money value 
of like exports a year earlier were sold 
and sent to foreign countries. 

Another evidence of great change in the 
United States occasioned by the war in Eu. 
rope is furnished by the statistics which tell 
of our sale to foreign countries of cotton 
manufactures. For some years there has 
been complaint that manufacturers of cotton 
goods have not commanded foreign markets 
as they should have done. This complaint 
was due to the fact that it was of yearly 
occurrence that we imported more cotton 
manufactured goods than we exported. In 
the fiscal year just ended we sold in foreign 
lands cotton manufactures of the money val- 
ue of $75,000,000, round numbers. Suddenly, 
therefore, there is a change in our interna- 
tional trade in cotton manufactures. It 
means $26,000,000 to us, and it unquestiona- 
bly is due entirely to the influences occa- 
sioned by the war in Europe. There seems 
to be reason why, having thus gained a 
large export trade, the cotton manufacturers 
of the United States should not be able to 
maintain it.

“OPEN TOWN” RUMORS 


Tells Men There Have Been 
Too Many Arrests for Small 
Infractions of Law. 


In one of his first addresses to his 
patrolmen, assembled at police head- 
quarters just before going on duty for 
the day Monday morning at 8 o’clock, 
Chief of Police W. M. Mayo, Atlanta’s 
new chief, told his men that the “Ru- 
mors that there was a conspiracy to 
open up the town, and reopen the red 
light district were unfounded in fact, 
and that such a move need not be ex- 
pected.” : 

“However,” said the new head, “I 
want every man on the department to 
work for increased efficiency, and that 
cag only be acquired by each man 
es to make himself more effi- 
client. 


“I have always worked with you men- 


advising you whenever I had an op- 
portunity, and 1 will continue to do as 
chief what I did as a captain. You 
all may expect help from me whenever 
I can be of service. 

“I will expect the sergeants and cap- 
tains to instruct the men on points of 
laws, city ordinances and in any other 
matters wherein they are in doubt. 

“There have been too many police 
cases for small infractions of the laws 
lately, and I would prefer you men to 
issue a warning to such violators for 
their first offenses. 

“Whenever a citizen who holds a re- 
sponsible position is arrested for some 
small infraction of the law, do not 
send him into police barracks and cause 
him this great humiliation, for the per- 
sonal liberty of a citizen is something 
worth a great deal to him, but issue a 
copy of charges to him, for he will not 
leave town. 

“It has been rumored that the lock- 
er clubs will be allowed to operate 
loosely. There is no foundation to this 
rumor, as the laws will be enforced as 
usual.” 

In conclusion of his address, Chief 
Mayo stressed upon his men' the ne- 
cessity of getting in behind the va- 
grants and loafers of the city, and also 
urged that his men be polite and cour- 
teous to the public, pointing out to 
them that a police ofticer should not 
seek to bcss the public but to serve it.

PROSPECTS ARE BRIGHT 
FOR SEAISLAND COTTON 


Valdosta Buyer Says Fumiga- 
tion Law for Egyptian Sta- 
ple Will Boost Price. 


Valdosa, Ga., August 9.—(Special.)— 
T. M. Ray, of Valdosta, one of the heav- 
lest buyers of sea islapd or long sta- 
ple cotton in the state, has returned 
from an extended trip through the 
eastern cotton mill centers much en- 
couraged over the prospects for a good 
demand for sea island the coming sea- 
son. He does not look for sensational- 
ly high prices, but first-hand knowl- 
edge of conditions point to a healthy 
demand at better figures than ruled 
throughout last season. 

Mr. Ray believes that the federal 
fumigation law against Egyptian cot- 
ton, which goes into effect January 
1, 1916, will greatly affect the sea 
island situation. On the first of the 
new year every bale of Egyptian cotton 
imported to this country must undergo 
a fumigation process, as part of the 
fight the American government is 
making against the boll weevil. Mr. 
Ray was told by the mill operators 
that the fumigation process would re- 
quire expensive equipment and enor- 
mous warehouse space, and that it 
would add between 2 cents and 3 cents 
a pound to the cost of the imported 
cotton. Certain grades of cotton pro- 
duced on the banks of the Nile, in Af- 
‘rica, is the only staple coming into 
competition with the famous long sta- 
ple cotton made in southern Georgia. 
Florida and the islands of South Car- 
Olina, Nothing else produced im the 


cotton in the making of thread, fine 
hosiery, the better grades of mercer- 
ized goods and automobile tires. With 
a tax of 2 cents or 3 cents a pound 
on the Egyptian product, a similar in- 
creased price for American long sta- 
ple cotton ought, to prevail. 
fect will be realized in only a limited 
way the coming season, however, as 
the mill men who have the money and 
warehouse room are. stocking up as 
heavily as they can with foreign cot- 
ton in anticipation of the federal law 
effective January 1, 1916. 

It is not probable that the sea island 
market will open before September 1 
but Valdosta buyers expect §severa 
bales of this year’s crop by the 20th of 
this month. They expect prices of 
from 20c to 23c a pound, and if this 
expectation, is realized this section of 
Georgia will be all right this fall. The 
acreage is larger than last year, 
and;the receipts here will probably be 
larger.

TO SAVE HIS OWN LIFE 


Man With Evidence of Many 
Homes Found Sleeping 
Under Macon Store. 


Macon, Ga., August 9.—(Special.f— 
An unknown white man, believed to 
be from Atlanta, who resisted arrest 
here tonight, was shot and killed by 
Patrolman Ben Gatliff. 

The man had been sleeping under the 
store conducted by C. E. Newton & Bro., 
and when ordered to leave, refused to 
do so.

AID FARMERS HOLD 
“DISTRESS” COTTON 


The Central Bank and Trust corpora- | 
tion, of Atlanta, of which Asa G. Can- 


dler is president, and which last teed 


was of great assistance to the farmers 


in holding their “distress cotton” by 


lending them money through its cor-; 


respondent banks and on “distress cot- 
ton” stored in the bank’s Atlanta ware- 
houses, has not only renewed its offer | 
of co-operation this year, but has, 
broadened its scope. The Central Bank 
and Trust corporation this year will not 
confine its loans to patrons of its cor- | 
respondent banks, but will lend money 
to any farmer or merchant storing his 
cotton in the bank’s Atlanta ware- 
houses, and who is recommended as @ 
reliable person by his bank. 

The Central Bank and Trust corpora- 
tion has just sent outa circular letter | 
to this effect, which ‘is as follows: 

“Last October when there was practically 
no sale for cotton this bank offered its bank 
correspondents to take cotton on storage 
shipped to us here in Atlanta, and to ad- 
yance money on same on basis of 6 cents 
per pound for middling cotton. This of- 
fer was taken advantage of by many of 
our bank correspondents throughout the 
state, and in order to take care of the cot- 
ton shipped us, we built five large ware- 
houses. The result of this enterprise has 
proven exceedingly advantageous to our 
bankine friends throughout the state. 

“We are now on the eve of marketing 
another crop, and owing to war conditions, 
it now appears that there wil! be very lit- 
tle demand for cotton and that prices will , 
be unsatisfactory. Therefore, we have de- 
termined to continue operating our ware-. 
houses here in Atlanta, and instead of con- 
fining our offer to our bank correspondents | 
we propose giving the facilities of these 
warehouses to any one who wants to ship 
us cotton for storage and borrow money 
on it. or who wants to take advantage , 
of this market for selling their cotton. 

“Instead of requiring the banks to give 
us their notes secured by cotton shipped | 
by their customers, we are willing to take 
cotton from any merchant or farmer and | 
loan them the money direct, provided their 
local banks recommend them as reliable and | 
trustworthy. In this way the bank can col- 
lect its obligations from the merchant and 
farmer and still not have to borrow the | 
money themselves. The notes can be made | 
direct to this bank by the parties who 
ship the cotton. 

“Our warehouse charges will be the same 
as last year, except where cotton is. shipped 
to us for immediate sale and not for stor- 
age a charge of. 25 cents per bale will be 
made for selling it. 

“We propose to offer these facilities to 
all parties in Georgia in order that they
